Ne A
record of assessment against or payment of a civil penalty by
any person for a violation of this section shall not be
admissible as evidence in any court in any civil action.
Revenue from the penalty provided in this section shall be
remitted to the treasurer of state for deposit in the state
general fund.

Sec. 15. Section 331.304, subsection 4, Code 2007, is
amended to read as follows:

section 89A.15.
EXPLANATION

This bill establishes that the elevator law shall supersede
conflicting provisions contained in the building codes of the
state or any subdivision. The bill strikes the words
"facility” and "facilities” from the chapter and replaces them
with "elevator', or ''conveyance' or '‘conveyances' as
appropriate. The bill strikes the word "license” as it
relates to special inspectors and replaces it with the word
"commission™. The bill changes the definition of material
lift elevator to lifts used only for the movement of materials
and excludes from regulation those material lift elevators
that have been in the same location since before January 1,
1975. The bill provides that in addition to applying for an
injunction in district court in cases of imminent danger, the
labor commissioner may use other methods of enforcement.
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
